We  do  not  mean  by  these  illustrations  to  deny  the  prevalence  of 
lawlessness  and  outrage  in  Ireland,  but  we  mean*  to  chntend  that 
these  things  are  always  exaggerated ;  and  that,  even  without  ex¬ 
aggeration,  such  a  recital  of  crimes  as  occupies  a  statesman  an  Hour — * 
a  night — a  week  in  the  oral  delivery,  can  furnish  no  ground  for  in¬ 
vading  the  constitution  of  a  nation.  .  .  ‘ ‘ 

But  we  go  farther — wo  assert  that  no  state  of  things  existing  or 
imaginable  can’ prove  the  expediency  of.  the  proposed  law.  No 
amount  of  crime,  from  Cain. down  to  the  present  .hour,  can  show 
that  soldiers  have,  the  qualifications  of  Judges. :  If  the  qua^fications 
of  Judge's  be  not  wanted — if,  as. we  believe,  tho  whole  object  is  to 
spread  abroad  the  terror  of  punishment,  better  to  decimate  tiie;  people 
at  once,  p^s  a  Bill,  subjecting  ever>'  tenth*  man  to  transportation, 
and  giving  tho  Viceroy,  or  delegates  of  his  appointment,  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  sufierers.  The  advantogc  of  (this  over  .the  |)ending 
measure , would  consist  in  the  security  and  ease,  of -.mind' of  .tlio 
nine-tenths  when  the  tenth  had  been  picked  out  and -sentenced. 
Under  the  proposed  law  none  can  iniagine  themselves  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  safe,  because,  if  not  obnouous  to  the  Government,  the  Magi¬ 
stracy,  the  |  Squirearchy,  or  tho  Hierarchy,  or,  tho  Police,  or  any 
one  in  autliority,  or  any  one  connected'  with  or  having  the  ear  of 
any  one  in  autliority-^if  free  from  apprehensions  of  enniity  from  all 
these  quarters,  there  is  yet  the  danger  of  the  prcjudices  or  errors, 
or  grudges  of  the  soldiery ;  for  well  we  .  all  know  that  when  .the 
sword  is  sent  out  on  any  extraordinary  commission,  it  is  a])t  not  only 
to  do  and  overdo  its  appointed  task,'  but  also  to  cut  out  a  little  work 
on  its  private  account.  It  is  proposed,  that  a  lawyer  shall  attend  the 
Courts  Martial  as  assessor,  to  instruct  the  military  iudges  in  the 
law  of  the  land.  If  they  defer  to  his  suggestions,,  he  is  in  efiect 
the  Judge;  and ‘why  not  make  him  so  directly  ,*  and  in  the  most 
eiiicient  wayi  and  unhampered  with  those  whom  he  has  to  guide? 
He  must*  do  better  without  than  with  the  ignoramuses.  They  (;an 
be  no  help  to  him  ;  and  the  bundle  of  sticks  impeding  the  working 
instrument,  will  have  no  civil  sanction.  It  is  pretended  that  .the 
alternative  is.  the  , Court  Martial  or 'legal  or  magistenol  func¬ 
tionaries  steeped  in  faction,  in  whom  the  people  have  no  confidence ; 
but  the  judge  need  not,  should  not  be  Irish,  for  never  will  the  laws 
be  impartially  administered  in  that .  country  till  the  whole  of  the 
Bench  and  Magistracy  be  swept  away,  and  their  places*  filled 
with  strangers  unwarped  withdocal  prejudices  and  party  spirit. 
Lord  Althorp,  however,  observes, 

.It  has  been  mentioned,  among  other  things,  that  a  Jiulge  of  Aasice 
nri^t  be  sent  down  to  try  ofienders  without  the  aid  of  a  jury  ;  but,  in  my 
ojttnion,  this  mode  of  habituuiing  the  minUt  of  the  people  to  a  new  speciet  of 
trial  (for  new  it  would  be,  and  without  a  single  precedent  iu  its  favour)  by 
a  Judge  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury,  would  be  inure  dangerous  in  it-

“  Undoubt^ly,*’  says  Mr.  Stanley,  “  his  Majesty’s  Ministers 
have  proposM  a  measure  of  a  very  sirbitrary  and ‘coercive  charac- 
Igj. ;• _ « The  proposed  law  is*  founds  on  an  uncontrollable  neces¬ 

sity  ;  and  the  more  its  principles  are  at' variance  with  the  Coustitu- 
tion*  the  more  strongly  did  it  r^mmehd  itself  to  his  judgment.” 
This  we  canl  all  believe;' it  is  the  only  part  of  the  Secretary's 
statement  to  which  we  can-  give  implicit  credence.  Lord  Althoir 
ailvocates  the' measure  bn  the  same  ground ;  he  takes  ‘his  stand  on 
its  exorbitance,  he  makes  evil  bis  go^,  and  contends  that  the  very 
intolerablene^  of  the  law  is  its*  recommendation,  as  recourse  will 
not  be  had  to  it  oh  less  urgent  occasion.  •  -  He"  says. 

The  fact  undoubtedly  is,  that  if  iu  measures*  of' this’ kind  we  attempt  to 
take  a  middle  course,  and  to  'mitigate  the  exceaa*  of  power  hc^’ond  the  ordi¬ 
nary  law  to  such  a  degree  as  'to  make  men  regard  it  with  less  dislike  than 
as  Englishmen  we  ought  to  feel,  we  do  more  mischief  than  is  occasioned  by 
Bills  of  greater  force  and  efiect,  inasmuch  as  we  may  induce  thote -in 'power 
to  bring  forward  tKeir  milder  plans  when  the  occasion  is  not  so  urgent  as  to 
demand  them.  '  •  ‘  ’  •  -  Therefore  I  do  not  consider  the  dislike 

it  will  probably  meet  with  'among  the  people  in  some  respects  a  disa'd van¬ 
tage  ;  aiul  for  this,  smong  other  reasons,  1  prefer  the  enactineut  contaiued 
in  the  Bill  upon  the  table. '  *  .  • 

The  same  plea  would  alimys  warrant  the  demand  for  powers  enor¬ 


mously  exceeding  the. occasion.  * 

The  authors  of  the  massai^  of  St.  Bartholomew  doubtless  pur¬ 
sued  the  same  course  of  reasoning ;  it  was  of  an  enormity  that 
would  not  allow  of  -light  repetition.  Murder  ia,  by  the  same  rule, 
lietter  than  chastisement.  •  A  blow*  may  be  struck,  with  the  hand 
on  slight  provocation,  but  if  we,  never  ’  strike  but  with  a  knife  we 
shall  have  a  care  of  spiking,  without  those.gobd  reasons  for  murder 
on  which  Roderigo.  insists.  When  Mr.  and 'Mrs.  Moss  rubbed  red 
pepper  into  their  slave’s  eyes  and  wounds,  thdr  coercive  measure 
liad  the  Ministerial  recommendation  of  an  enormity  wldch  would 
not  be  readily  practised  by  other  master^.  England  h^  hitherto 
been  a  Mother  Bro^nrigg  to  Ireland  ;  and  to  temper  her  hand  she 
is  now  to  take  to  the  sword  instead  of  the  whip ;  for,  as  Lord 
Althorp  and  Mr.  Stanley  argue  at  the  prompting  of  the  douhle- 
tungued,  double-dyed,  arch-apostate  himself,  instruments  of  this 
deadly  sort  will  be  more  reluctantly  taken  up  in  future.  ‘  And  why 
not  improve  further* on  the  principle?,  Why  not  make  the  law  less 
likely  to  be 'drawn  into  pr^deilt  by  aggravating  its  h'einousness  ? 
Whv  not  declare  the  Viceroy  Bashaw  of  West  Barbary,  make*  his 
word  the  law  of  the  land,  and  the  people  bow  down  to  it,  and  reve¬ 
rently  murmur,  “  to  hear  i«  to  obey  ?” 

Honest  logo  had  the  reamns  which  Roderigo  required  for  the 
iminler  of  Michael  Cassio.  Honest  Lord  Althorp  has  reasons  for 
strangling  the  constitution  of  Ireland.  ’ 

Evenr  body  will  allow,  and  no  one  more  readily  than  myielf,  that  no¬ 
thing  but  the  most  pressing  necessity  can  warrant  the  course  we  recom¬ 
mend*  ^ 

This  case  of  necessity  for  suspending  tlie  liberties  of  a  people,  and 
sending  the  sword  in  mastery  among  them,  he  stated  in  a  catalogue 
of  crimes  and  outrages  which  jtcost  him  an  hour's  breath  to  recite. 
It  is  obvious,  that  such  a  collection  of  cases,  with  an  official  licence 
for  attributing  motives  and  colouring  circumstances,  may  easily  be 
iqsfle  with  very  appalling  efiect,  and  yet  without  representing  with 


self,  and  more  unconstitutiunal  and  detriinental  than  the  (tluii  we  |)ropuKe. 

Why,  what  is.  Lord  Althorp  proposing  hut  to  habituate  the  minds 
of  the  people  to  a  new  species  of  trial  ?  and  has  ho  not  expressly 
advocated  the  Bill  on  the  grounds  of  its  brcKul  and  revolting  devia¬ 
tion  from  all  constitutional  principles  ?  •  Have  not  ho  and  his  col¬ 
leagues  asserted,  that  the  more  startling  and  un{K)pular  the  inno¬ 
vation,  the  safer i and  the  better,  for  tlw  people?  I’lio  trial  by 
Judges  of  Assize,  he  says,  -.would  not  have  precedent  in  its  favour. 
And  what  precedent  in  its  favour  has  tho  trial  by  Courts  Martial  ? 
^tho  muraer  of  Sir  William  Crosby,  and  tho  many  other  alnstities 
of  the  same  period  which*  yet  live  in  the  recoUuction  of  the  (leoplc  ? 

His  Lordsnip  continued. 

Another  suggestion  has  been,  that  barr'rvfers,  appoint*>d  by  the  Crown, 


should  try  criminals  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury.  This  scliuine,  in  my 
mind,  would  be  far  more  objectionable  than  the  employment  of.  a  Judge 
of  Assise ;  'becaost  the  seltefioii  would  be  onaile  Government,  and  tV  must 
he  from  barruiert  who  were  in  expectaiiom  ofreuntrd  and  pntmutiomf  in  ron- 
Btquence  of  pleating  the  Oovemmeni;  whereas  a  Judge,  who  had  risen  to 
the  bead  of  his  profession,  mi^ht  be  sumiosed,  |)erlu|)S,  above  temptation. 
Such  a  precedent  would  be  perilous  to  the  Constitution  and  faulty  in  prin- 
djile,  and  therefore  1  object  to  it. 

If  barristers  (having  in  tbo  administration*  of  justice  the  pride  of 
craftsmen)  are  objectionable  because  they  may  be  **  in  expectation 
of  reif ard  and  promotion  in  oonsequenoe  ofa  pteasing  the  Qoverii- 
mout,”  (and  Lord  Althorp  seems  .to  liavc  a  pretty  .accurate  know¬ 
ledge  of  what  will  please  the  Government,  and  implies  it  to  lie  in¬ 
justice  to  the  people,)  what  is  to  be  said  for  courts  composed  of 
ofijcerr  **  in  expectation  of  reward  and  promotion  in  consequenoe  of 
pleasing  the  Go\'emment,”  and  whose  subservience  will 
turbed  by  any  very  lively  consciousness  of  the  injustice 
committing  while  signauzitig  their  seal,  and

the  flotaggeration  of  all  things,  ai^  who  ha;ve  had  a  satisfaction  in 
making  disadvantageous  comparisons  between  the  soldiery  who 
have  interfered  little  with  them,  and  the  police,  with  whom  they 
have  been  in  constant  collision.  Let  the  army,  however,  be  actively 
employed  in  execution  and  judgment,  and  favour  will  give  place  to 
the  angriest  abhorrence. 

As  for  the  redress  of  abuses  of  authoritv— the  military  func- 
tioDaries  are  to  be  responsible  to  their  own  bodies— /nr  at  the  bar, 
and  lairo  on  the  bench;  and  for  other  wrongs,  the  successfui 
plaintiff  is  to  to  deprived  of  damages,  and  fixed  with  costs,  if  the 
jud^  certify  that  the  convicted  party  had  probable  cause  fbr  the 
offence  of  wnich  he  is  convicted. 

But  the  greater  question  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Viceroy, 
whose  proclamation  of  a  district  arms  all  the  pe^  a^nts  with 
these  mighty  powers ;  and  what  is  it?  Why,  suppoaing  the  Viceroy 
guilty  of  a  flagrant  abuse  of  authority  (t^  design  ci  which  has 
been  imputed  to  Ministers,  and  vehemently  denied  by  them)-- 
observe  tne  conclusion  at  which  Lord  Althorp  arrives,— 

If  the  Lord  Lieutenant  should  proclaim  a  district  merely  because  ths 
Tithes  could  not  be  collected  there  ikem  1  haiat  mo  im  $aifmg^ 

— What  ?  In  this  villanous  case,  what  has  the  patnot  Minister, 
who  proposes  putting  this  terribly  sharp  instrument  into  the  Vice- 
roy’s  hand,  “no  difficulty  in  saying?” — if  the  l/ird  Lieutenant 
proclaim  a  district  only  b^use  the* Tithes  be  not  coUectod,  what 
IS  to  be  done,  what  is  to  happen,  what  is  to  be  the  redress,  the  ex¬ 
ample,  the  retribution  ?— Why  in  that  case  Lord  Althorp  “  has  no 
difficulty  in  saying,” — 

That  such  an  exercise  of  discretion  would  be  directly  contrary  to  the 
spirit  and  intention  of  this  Bill,  and  to  the  withes  of  his  Majesty’s  Gloverti- 
ment. 

Lack-a-daisy ! — Dogberry  is  out-done  I  The  Noble  Lord  will  not 
even  thank  God  he  is  quit  of  a  knave.  It  is  hard  to  say,  whether 
contempt  for  the  intellects,  or  detestation  of  the  purposes  of  tbeso 
men  predominate. 

Power  without  responsibility  is  despotism,  and,  true  to  the  de¬ 
sign,  no  trace  of  real  responsibility  will  be  found  iu  the  detestable 
project  for  strangling  the  liberty  of  Ireland.  When  the  Bill  was 
first  introduced,  we  were  told  that  the  mildness  of  the  Bashaw 
would  be  a  security  against  abuse ;  for  our  parts,  we  were  not  dis¬ 
posed  to  swear  by  bis  beard,  but  there  will  always  be  some  ready 
to  take  personal  security  for  public  liberty.  Ministers  have 
since,  however,  proclaimed  that  if  either  their  coercive,  or  their 
remedial  measure  be  rejected,  they  will  resign.  What  the 
remedial  measure  is  of  which  they  talk,  does  not  very  clearly 
appear,  but  we  will  suppose  it  to  be  the  Irish  Church  Bill, 
though  Mr.  Stanley  states,  that  the  object  of  that  measure  is  to 
enable  the  Clergy  to  live  like  smtlemen.  But,  waving  that  point, 
here  is  a  tempting  offer  to  the  Tory  Lords,  who  will  assist  in  pass¬ 
ing  the  measure  arainst  Ireland,  and  may  the  next  hour  throw 
out  the  Irish  Chur^  Bill  and  the  Ministry  together!  What  then 
becomes  of  the  security  against  the  abuse  of  these  gigantic  powers, 
in  the  mildness  of  the  Bashaw  ?  The  terrible  instrument,  shaped 
for  the  hand  of  the  mildest  of  Bashaws,  will  be  transferred  to  the 
grasp  of  tho  most  pitiless.  The  Whigs  will  whimper,  and  put 
finger  in  eye,  and  whine  that  they  made  the  thing  for  their  mode¬ 
rate  uses ;  but  it  is  not  thus  that  the  rights  of  nations  are  to  be 
sported  with ;  the  liberties  of  the  people  should  neither  be  loH  to  the 
mercy  of  any  set  of  men,  nor  to  the  accidents  of  any  conceivable 
change.  These  arc  truisms,  but  to  the  first  maxims  of  Constitu¬ 
tional  Government  we  must  come,  when  all  is  about  to  be  flung 
down  to  the  foundations. 

Mr.  Romilly,  in  a  temperate  and  argumentative  speech,  declared 
his  lielief  that  the  proposed  measures  were  merely  the  forerunners 
of  more  measures  of  the  same  description ;  and  if  this  one  were 
allowed  to  pass,  there  would  be  others  in  continuous  succession. 
And  he  showed  that  no  new  necessity  had  moved  the  Whigs  to  the 
adoption  of  these  violent  counsels,  for  that  when  in  office  in  1807 
the  counterpart  of  this  atrocious  thing  had  been  pro{K)8^,  and 


be  not  actively  exerted,  there  will  always  be  a  shrawd  notion  of  the 
road  to  favour,  which  will  move  eager  aspirants  to  anticipate  or 
outrun  the  worst  behests  of  their  patrons.  Further,  we  will  assert, 
that  no  one  can  have  mixed  in  the  society  of  suteltems  in  the  army, 
withoutobserving  their  contempt  of  popular  spirit  and  popular  righti^ 
and  their  undisguised  desire  to  trample  upon  an  assertion  of  frewom 
which  may  seem  to  rebuke  their  omn  state  of  constraint  These 
dispositions,  avowed  without  shame,  nay,  boasted,  were  only  to  be 
laugh^  at  while  these  men  were  mere  trailers  of  sabres  imd 
smokers  of  cigars ;  but  when  they  are  to  be  invested  with  civil 
authority,  their  animosities,  their  splenetic  hostility  to  t^  in^ 
pendenoe  of  freemen  become  seriously  formidable.  And  if  preju¬ 
dices  don*t  happen  to  rankle  in  their  own  breasts,  they  m  sure  to 
be  infused  by  tneir  provincial  associates.  All  the  Ministers  have 
abandoned  the  Irisn  magistrates ;  even  Mr.  Stanley  admits  that 
the  powers  called  for  cannot  he  entrusted  to  them ;  and  Mr.  B.  L. 
Bulwer  truly  observes, 

That  it  is  with  the  msgietrmtes— with  the  provindsl  gentry— th^  the 
military  judges  will  habitually  mix.  From  whom  can  they,  ignorant  of  the 
countiy,  take  information,  but  from  thoee  pereont  with  whom  ^iety  brin^ 
them  in  contact  ?  They  will  see  with  the  eye*  of  the  magist^es — it  it 
their  opinion  they  will  represent,  and  according  to  tlieir  partialities  will 
they  judge.  Thus,  then, — I  Honourable  Hwmbers  to  mark  this — thus 

you  are  about  to  suspend  the  constitution,  to  inflame  all  Ireland,  to  outra^ 
all  liberty,  for  the  salte  of  appointing  a  tribunal  which  does  not  possess  the 
requieite  qualities  fairly  to  adjudge  the  offbnee — which  does  not  give  the 
necessary  protection  to  the  witnem— which  does  not  meet  the  very  crimes, 
for  whten  alone  you  ask  us  to  appoint  it. 

Public  opinion  has  so  quickly  and  forcibly  declared  against  mar¬ 
tial  law,  that  there  is  an  extreme  anxiety  on  the  part  (ff  Ministers 
and  their  creatures  to  repudiate  it,  and  it  is  daily  stated  in  print 
and  Parliament,  that  it  is  a  vile  Radical  misrepresentation  to  talk 
of  martial  law,  but  Lord  Grey’s  description  of  the  Bill  on  its  in¬ 
troduction  was,  that  it  emliodied  “  a  mitigated  system  of  martial 
law !”  It  is  pleaded,  however,  that  the  Martial  Courts  will  have 


out  cssentiid  alterations,  our  conviction  is  that  a  violent  revo¬ 
lution  is  in  store  for  us,  for  the  aggressions  provoking  a  violent 
revolution  will  be  put  in  certain  train,  and  while  with  detes¬ 
tation  and  horror  we  contemplate  the  course  of  tyranny,  and  the 
lamentable  evils  which  accompany  even  its  destruction,  with  confi¬ 
dence  and  a  glow  of  pride  we  re<»on  on  the  spirit  which  will  en¬ 
counter  and  overthrow  it.  If  we  are  to  he  put  through  our  trial  it 
shall  be  a  Iflorious  agony,  and  tll-redceming.  He  irokt  a  short 
way  into  things  who^  fails  to  see  that  what  begins  in  Ireland  fbr 
good  or  ill,  must  end  in  Englimd  in  ths  same  tenour.  Mr.  Macau- 
lay,  avowing  that  he  bad  no  intention  of  disguising  the  appalling 


features  of  the  present  measure,  significantly  add^  “  liiough  H 
were  wtarse,  though  it  were  nothing  but  a  mere  experiment,  if  an 
experiment  it  a'as  at  least  experitnentum  in  corpora  vilif*  and 
proceeded  to  assert  the  state  of  the  country  to  he  a  greater  evil* 
Now  we  say  nothing  of  the  spirit  of  legislation  in  which  a  terril^ 
operation  on  a  great  nation  is  talked  of  as  experimentum  in  carpert 
rili  (an  experiment  on  a  vile  body)— but  ths  experimmtum  sn  cor¬ 
pora  M/t  implies,  that  if  suocessAil  it  is  to  be  rented  on  a  body  ef 
more  Worth,  and  so  it  will  be  as  sure  as^there  is  propagation  in  mis¬ 
chief,  if  the  Whigs  be  not  clieeked  in  their  first  step.  Let  thini

Wa  are  really  at  aloes  to  uiHlerstand  how  any  paper  which  pretends  to 
respectability,  or  which  aspires  to  confidence,  could  sully  its  coTumns  with 
a  notorioui  falsehood  on  4ht  very  evsMMy  of  tka  «4ay  whm  the  truth  by  which 
that  fai$ehood  was  refuted  had  been  pubtished  to  aU  the  worM» 

The  Globe  is  surprised  that  a  paper  pretending  to  res^tability 
should  publish  a  notorious  falsehood.  Had  the  tysehood  not  been 
notorious  the  Globe  would  not  have  been  surprised.  Another 
moralist  might  have  been  surprised  (supposing  he  had  not  been 
accustomed  to  read  the  Globe)  at  the  publication  of  a  falsehood  no¬ 
torious  or  not.  But  the  Globe  is  peculiarly  at  a  loss  to  understand 
the  indiscretion  of  publishing  a  falsehood  on  the  very  evening  of 
the  day  when  the  truth  appesSed.  This  is  quite  incompatible  with 
the  Globe's  notions  of  respectability  and  business.  Had  the 
publication  been  a  day  ot  tw’o  before,  when  the  falsehood  was  not 
notorious,  and  the  truth  not  at  hand,  the  Globe  could  have  under¬ 
stood  it  This  is  Blifll  lecturing  Tom  Jones. 

Ministers  having  the  fear  of  Mr.  Hume'befbre  their  ^es,  Lord 
F.  Fitzclarence  has, resigned  the  Lieutenang/  of  the  Tower,  to 
which  General  Wood  hi^  been  appointed,  llie  Courier  has  be¬ 
come  a  wit  on  this  occasion,  and  says  that  his  Lordship  showed 
great  good  sense  in  resigning,  as  Parliament  would  have  refused 
the  salary.  There  is  a  provero  of  the  behaviour  of  well-bred  dogf 
upon  appearances  of  expulsion,  but  we  did  nut  exp^  it  to  apply  to 
King’s  sons.  We  are  agreeably  surprised  at  such  signs  of  grace. 

A  member  of  Government  went  up  to  a  good  man  and  tnio  in 
one  of  the  late  minorities,  and  said  to  him,  with  the  air  of  a  solemn 
warning,  though  familiarly  exprcsse<l,  “  This  is  all  mighty  well, 
but  one  of  these  fine  mornings  you  will  find  Ministers  out.”  The 
answer  with  all  directness  and  simplicity  was,  **  We  have  found 
Ministers  out” 

The  public  ought  to  be  informed,  that  by  a  recent  statute  the 
house  tax  is  to  be  regulated  by  the  assessment  to  the  poor  rate ; 
this  in  most  places  will  operate  as  a  considerable  increase  of  the 
duty ;  whether  it  will  establish  a  more  equitable  rate,  remains 
to  be  proved.  The  atit,  it  is  said,  takes  effect  from  tho  5th  of  April 
next.

MIUTARY  OUTRAGES. 

Mr.  T.  Attwood  having  complained  of  military  interference  at 
the  last  election,  with  particular  reference  to  tho  outrages  at  Wal¬ 
sall,  and  expressed  his  hope  that  if  Uie  Legislature  refused  the 
people  protection  against  such  wrongs,  they  would  protect  them¬ 
selves  by  going  arm^  to  the  hustings,  Mr.  Spring  Rice  rose,  and 

Prutestefi  against  the  observations  made  by  the  Honourable  Member, 
which  seemed  to  mean — ^that  that  House  neglected  the  protectiou  of  the 
lights  of  the  people  of  England.  He  objected,  likewise,  to  his  observations, 
because  they  assumed,  that  in  case  of  improper  military  interference,  either 
by  order  of  the  magistrates  or  any  other  persons  in  authority,  the  people 
had  no  remedy.  Now,  it  was  known  to  all,  that  the  proper  quarter  was 
always  open  to  such  eomplaints,  and  that,  whm  made,  tt^  were  never  neg> 
lected.  There  was,  therefore,  a  constitutional  remedy  for  such  offbnees, 
»nd  he  thought  it  would  be  better  and  more  becoming  in  the  Hon.  Mem¬ 
ber  to  suggest  to  the  people  that  constitutional  remedy,  than  to  suggest  to 
them  that  the  House  neglected  its  duty  to  the  people,  and  on  that  account 
that  they  should  go  to  the  busting  wim  loaded  pistols,  in  defiance  of  the 
law  of  tM  land. 

All  this  rant  is  answered  by  one  word — the  Manchester  Mas¬ 
sacre.  Fourteen  years  ago  military  execution  was  done  on  a 
peaceable  multitude  of  men,  women,  and  children,  and  for  fourteen 
Tears  justice  has  in  vain  been  demanded.  In  this  atrocious  instance 
there  lias  been  no  redress,  though  Mr.  Rice  has  the  hardihood  to 
assert  it  “  known  to  all  that  the  proper  quarter  is  always  open  to 
complaints  of  such  crimes.”  He,  with  his  usual  flippancy,  “thought 
it  would  be  more  becoming  in  Mr.  Attwood  to  suggest  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  the  constitutional  remedy,  than  to  suggest  to  them  that  foe 
House  neglected  its  duty.”  For  fourteen  years*  Members  (Lord 
Althofp  among  the  number)  have  in  vain  endeavoured  to  procure 
the  constitutional  remedy,  and  how  k)uld  Mr.  Attwood  suggest 
what  has  not  been  attainable  ?  The  pretence  has  been  that  the 
case  is  without  remedy.  There  has  been  murder  and  no  retribu¬ 
tion-blood  has  sunk  into  the  earth  and  none  have  been  answerable 
for  spilling  it.  But  let  Mr.  Attwood  or  some  other  Member  who 
has  the  cause  of  justice  at  heart,  put  Mr.  Rice  to  the  test  by  moving 
an  inquiry  into  the  Manchester  Massacre.  Never  shall  tuat  atro¬ 
city  be  suffered  to  rest  till  justice  has  been  done ;  and,  as,  in  morO 
recent  and  less  extensive  butcheries  the  people  have  not  had  re¬ 
dress  against  the  soldiery,  we  think  the  advice  of  Mr.  Attwood  sea¬ 
sonable,  that  they  should  make  their  hands  guard  their  heads  till 
they  can  get  the  laws  to  perform  foe  neglected  duty.

beneath  the  squalid  garb  of  an  Irish  kerne,  as  under  your  gorgeous  ribbou 
and  glittering  star.  We  have  wives,  sisters,  daughters.  At  any  hour  oi 
the  night  I — mark  this  1 — men  of  coarse  habits,  and  new  to  the  gross  supa- 
riority  of  vulgar  power,  heated  with  authority  and  liquor,  may  forcibly  ontev 
the  houses  of  defenceless  peasants, — and,  if  the  man  be  absent,  what  pro¬ 
tection  is  there  for  the  women?  We  speak  of  no  improbable  horrons 
When  this  law  existed  before,  we  know  that  outrages  of  the  most  humiliat¬ 
ing  character— outrages  that  make  the  cheek  burn  and  the  heart  sick,  were 
lierpetrated  under  sh^ter  of  this  midnight  prerogative  of  lust  1  Nay,  thsiw 
were  instances ;  and  we  challenge  examination  of  a  fact,  acknowledged  in 
the  Irish  House  of  Parliament ; — adduced  without  denial  but  some  few 
days  since  in  your  own  House  of  Lords ;— there  were  instances—iu  which 
the  smaller  gentry  (men,  not  like,  the  bigh-souled  and  cultured  gentlemen 
of  England  but)  bad  with  an  infinite  copiousness  of  those  vices  which  much 
idleness  begets  u[k>u  petty  power,  toolc  advantage  of  this  very  law  to  iian- 
der  to  the  worst  passions  by  the  must  atrocious  means— instauces  in  wnich 
the  husband  or  the  brother  was  suspected,  and  the  price  of  safety  was 
wrung  from  the  sister  and  the  wife;— instances  in  which  the  father  was 
actually  transported,  in  order  that  there  ipijgbt  be  no  protector  between  tht 
violator  and  his  prey !  These  are  Facts— ^hey  are  well  known*  English^ 
men !  let  them  not  be  dumb  to  you !  These  Jacts  ere  known.— Tell  mvi 
then,  does  thie  law  fall  only  on  the  guilty  ?  Art  our  women  guUiy  t — In 
what  have  they  offendeil  ?  Alas  1  this  law  does  worse  than  fall  upon  the 
innocent — it  tompts  the  unholy  desires  of  men  wilfuUy  to  represent  the  in¬ 
nocent  as  guilty  ; — it  does  not  load  iustico  to  smite  through  error  oloiie^— 
but  it  gives  a  motive  to  slander,  and  suborns  the  witness  by  the  bribery  of 
his  own  lusts.

dr  SOUTHWOOD  SMITH’S  LECTURES  ON  THE  ANIMAL 

ECONOMY. 

TO  TUB  BOITOR  OK  THE  BXAWIKBR. 

Str,-'Kvery  one  who  helped  to  compose  the  large  andiencM  which  at- 
tendeil  Dr.  Southwood  Smith’s  late  lectures  at  the  London  Institution,  must 
have  been  fensible  of  the  excellence  of  the  lectures  the^lves  ;  but  seme 
mav  not  have  been  aware  that  the  lecturer  was  achieving,  a  far  more  im- 


qiieiice  bv  which  it  was  adorned.  The  department  of  research  ouened 
these  lectures  has  been  far  too  little  entered  upon  by  men,  except  those  who 

ib^ntined  to  the  medical  profession,  and  women  have  hitherto  been 
wholly  excluded  from  it.'  The  consequence  is,  that,  as  nurMS,  women  are 
inc<>mj)etent ;  as  guardians  of  the  physical  coniditution  of  children,  ignorant 
and  injiulicious ;  as  patients,  nervous,  intractable,  and  therefore  exposed  to 
many  sufTerings^n  addition  to  the  geniune  pain  of  illness.^  Though  it  is 
no  longer  considered  so  meritorious  as  it  used  to  be  not  to  fsint  st  the  sight 
of  bltXMl,  or  to  blush  at  tlie  mention  of  arteries  and  veins,  a  very  deplorable 
state  of  factitious  feeling  still  exists,  which  it  is  most  important  to  the  in< 
terests  of  every  individual  in  society  to  transmute  into  a  higher  and  purer 
sensibility.  As  a  woman,  I  can  testify  to  Hie  misery  of  iiUiest  when  its 
genuine  force  cannot  be  appreciated,  and  its  pmn  is  enhanced  by  a  thou- 
S  ind  apprehensions  of  the  derangement  which  is  introduced  among  the  dark 
mysteries  of  the  animal  economy.  I  can  testify  to  the  misery  of  the  utter 
lielplessness  which  the  best  nurses  experience  in  the  absence  of  the  physi- 
citto,  when  blind  ohe<lienoe  is  the  best  service  in  their  power,  and  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  ascertain  fr^m  hour  to  hour  what  it  obedience  and  what  is  not.  Any 
one  who  has  ever  lieen  in  schools  nr  nurseries  can  testily  to  the  lamentabto 
effects  prodticcil  on  the  health,  and  conseriuently  the  minds  of  children,  by 
the  ignorant  mismanagement  of  even  the  most  anxious  of  their  maternal 
guardians,  1  can  also  testify  that  every  woman  wlio  has  a  high  sense  of 
her  duties,  has  also  a  paiofiil  sense  of  her  incapacity  in  these  respects;  and 
tliat,  accordingly,  she  reails  (with  more  or  leas  ill-founded  scruple)  every 
medical  l>uok  that  she  can  lay  her  hands  on.  If  the  truth  were  known,  it 
might  lie  found  that  medical  books  are  as  eagerly  read,  openly  or  by 
stealth,  by  one  class  of  women,  as  novels  by  another ;  and  doubtless  it  is 
on  urniunt  of  tbe  evil  conswpiences  of  a  partial  and  desultory  study  of  so 
vast  n  subject,  that  in  ineilicinw,  nrHine  than  even  in  any  other  science,  a 
little  kiMiw ledge  is  held  to  Iw  a  dangerous  thing.  Many  women  will  have 
the  knowledge  ;  End  such  as  do  not  yet  seek  it  are  worse  otf  without  it. 
'Ilii^  is  asrerlaiiiahle  fact ;  and  it  follows  that  the  wisest  way  is  to  give 
tht*m  the  knowledge  in  an  orderly  way,  in  ample  quantity,  and  with  all  the 
simplicity  which  is  the  attribute  of  true  purity,  and  wliich  the  importance 
of  the  science  drmunds. 

Am  Dr.  Smith  has  lawn  the  first  to  introduce  my  tex  lato  this  spleiulid 
deparfineiit  of  iispiiry,  he  merits  and  has  far  more  gratitude  from  us  as  a 
friend  to  our  xim'I.iI  interests  than  as  a  lecturer,  im(>ortant  as  are  his 
smiiMHi  ill  that  otiire.  We  would  fain  learn  much  more  from  him  of 
that  wnrki  of  wonders  nnd  lieanties,  of  which  his  instnictions  on  the  circula¬ 
tion  of  the  blooil  iwis  givi*u  ns  a  gtthipse ;  and  should  be  heartily  glad  if 
bis  andienCi'S  could  lie  multiplied  aiur  MCtended  so  as  to  embrace  all  who 
wish  for  the  knowledge  which  he  feels  to  lie'their  due.  To  acromplisli  this, 
however,  we  muHt  fnnl  him  a  lecture-room  as  large  ns  St.  Paul’s.  A  B.

A  very  pleasant  liook  of  light  reading,  which  givw,  on  the  whole, 
the  lH*Ht  idi'ti  of  the  French  vilbgc  character  of  any  late  work.  It 
is  atlrihuUMl  to  the  wife  of  one  of  our  most  distinguished  landscape, 
or  rather  forest  painters. 

Tin*  natural  inm  th*  French  have  for  compliment  appears  everj’- 
where.  An  innkenqicr,  in  I.a  Wndt'-e,  rcfuseil  the  authoress  and 
her  party  admission,  bwanse,  in  truth,  a  gendarme  was  evidently 
dogging  tluMn.  After  applications  elHcwhcre,  which  experienced 
the  same  fate,  they  procured  a  rt*ccption  in  the  house  of  the  latly 
who  had  first  refuied  them.  When  in  confidence  askc'd  the 
reason  for  the  exclusioi\,  slie  said, /xirrcqac  Madame  avail  fair 
ti  di^tinf'ufe,  Tlio  Uuchesse  do  Berri,  be  it  observed,  was  sup- 
IKianl  to  lx*  wandering  about  at  the  time.

blesse  get  up  an  army  of  tenantiy  and  plunder  a  little ;  but  their 
adherents  take  the  first  opportunity  of  dispersing.  It  was  the  pre¬ 
sence  alone  of  the  DucheM  that  could^  even  get  up  a  sham  fight. 

There  is  a  better  and  more  interesting  account  of  the  death  of 
young  Cathelineau  in  this  Sketchbook  than  has  yet  appeared  any 
where.  This  youth  seems  simply  to  have  died  in  the  cause  of 
Carlism  because  his  father  did  so  before  him. 

They  who  know  nothing  of  the  French  domestic  life,  and  there¬ 
fore  calumniate  it,  as  their  fathers  have  done  l^fore  tliem,  must 
read  the  charming  account  of  tbe  authoress’s  sojourn  at  the  Cha- 
teau  de  Clermont.  It  is  a  show  place,  and  the  authoress's  party  in 
looking  over  the  grounds  met  some  of  the  family :  the  strangers 
were  invited  to  take  some  refreshment;  they  stayed  four  dnyt, 
and  with  a^rpetual  interchange  of  domestic  delight.  (See  p.  265.) 
We  would  quote  the  passage  did  we  not  think  it  more  desirable  to 
send  our  readers  to  the  book,  which  will  be  found  interesting,  and 
written  in  a  most  amiable  spirit,  the  very  opposite  of  the  Trollop 
SohooL  A  hundred  pleasing  and  characteristic  traits  are  appre¬ 
hended  by  a  person  of  a  kindly  nature,  which  are  lost  on  one  want¬ 
ing  the  congenial  mood ;  and  these  traits,  which  abound  in  the 
French  people,  are  noted  with  much  nicety  and  a  benevolent  intel¬ 
ligence  m  tne  volume  before  us. 


Schinderhannes.  By  Leitch  Ritchie.  Library  of  Romance,  No.  1 1 . 

There  are  three  classes  of  novels,  one  where  people  are  occupied 
in  feeling,  another  in  talking,  another  in  acting :  a  fourth  class 
arises  from  a  modification  or  composition  of  some  of  the  other 
classes.  In  the  acting  novel,  which  may  be  called  the  dramatic  or 
melodramatic,  a  few  persons  are  thrust  on^  the  scene,  with  whose 
heads  or  hearts  the  reader  has  no  concern,  his  business  is  with  their 
hands  or  feet.  We  see  them  fighting,  riding,  swimming,  burning, 
breaking  open  prisons,  abducting  women,  and  ..storming  castles* 
they  are  at  one  time  observed  at  the  gaming  table  or  at  a  ball,  and 
the  next,  in  an  impossibly  short  time,  they  ore  wandering  coolly  on 
some  solitary  mountain  side,  or  carousing  joUily  with  meir  com¬ 
rades  in  a  forest  cavern :  stratagems  are  their  common  course  of 
proceeding ;  violence  follows  at  the  proper  moment,  or,  if  it  fail,  it 
18  to  8ucce<^  elsewhere  in  a  more  brilliant  style.  Schinderhannes, 
Mr.  Leitch  Ritchie's  new  contribution  to  the  Library  of  Romance, 
is  in  One  Volume :  it  is  a  series  of  impossibilities  done  under  the 
eyo  of  the  reader.  Impossibilities  are  sometimes  amusing  enough; 
it  is,  however,  woeful  when  they  are  absurdities  too.  In  this  in¬ 
stance  the  talc  is  composed  of  absurd  impossibilities,  which  have 
Ihe  ihrther  mischief  of  being  dull :  shall  we  go  on  and  add,  these 
very  dull  and  very  absurd  impossibilities  are  also  immoral  in  their 
effect,  so  far  as  Uiat  which  is  too  dull  to  be  continuously  rea/l,  too 
absurd  to  be  laughed  at,  too  impossible  to  be  believed,  can  be  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  any  effect  at  all.  The  interest,  however,  is  attempteil 
to  be  turned  wholly  in  favour  of  the  lawless,  the  cruel,  and  the 
brutal ;  sympathy  is  expected  for  a  young  lady  who  voluntarily 
throws  herself  into  the  arms  of  a  ruin^  gambler  and  subsequently 
a  robber,  whose  moral  crimes  are  unredeemed  by  a  single  virtue 
beyond  a  handsome  person  and  an  indifference  to  life.  In  the  con¬ 
test  carried  on  between  the  authorities  and  a  nest  of  atrocious 
ruffians,  the  reader  who  is  sufficiently  young  to  go  on  with  the  story, 
is  led  to  wish  success  and  escape  to  the  side  of  outrage  and  villainy 
in  every  shape.  Schinderhannes  is  a  favourite  subject  with  the 
author ;  if  he  was  ever  robbed  by  him,  as  we  see  one  of  his  biogra¬ 
phers  is  advertised  as  haWng  been,  he  must  have  now  made  him 
pay  back  the  amount  of  the  plunder.  Schinderhannes  was  first 
introduced  to  an  admiring  British  public  in  an  article  in  tlie  Foreign 
Quarterly  Review,  attributed  to  Mr.  Ritchie ;  we  then  find  liiia 
figuring  away  at  full  length  in  one  of  the  Landscape  Annuals  writ¬ 
ten  by  the  same  author ;  he  has  now  stretched  him  into  a  romance : 
when  his  final  execution  is  to  take  place  we  are  not  informed.

340.  Mokanmm  reoeating  hit  Featum  io  Zeiica,  David  MK^li8e.-~-There 

so  much  originality  of  conce^ion,  vigour  of  execution,  and  beauty  of 
colouring  in  this  performance,  that  we  shall  be  disappointed  if  the  artist 
does  not  ere  long  produce  a  work  that  wilt  command  the  general  approba* 
tion,  and  obtain  tor  him  a  name  in  mo<lem  art.  Nothing  can  well  be  better 
than  the  shrinking  attitude,  alarmed  look,  and  hesitating  expression  of 
Zeiica.  -Curiositfsmd  fear  are  seen  in  powerful  conflict,  yet  beauty  is  pre¬ 
served.  Those  who  know  how  hard  the  task  is  to  express  strong  feelings 
without  distorting  the  features,  will  comprehend  the  difficulty  which  Mr. 
M*^Clise  has  here  so  successfully  encountered.  The  graceful  flgure  of  the 
heroine  is  strikingly  relieved  by  a  dark  blue  sky,  which  is  nicely  toned,  and 
adds  greatly  to  the  effect  of  the  p^ure.  Yet,  with  so  much  to  commend, 
there  are  defects  to  be  noticed  which  considerably  impair  the  work.  The 
figure  of  the  veiled  prophet  is  too  near  that  of  Zeiica ;  his  veil  is  ill. 
shapen,  and  the  lower  portion  of  his  attire  is  gaudy  and  obtrusive.  But 
what  is  more  important,  the  entire  disclosure  of  his  horrid  countenance  is 
nut  only  offensive  to  good  taste,  but  is  an  error  in  judgment.  In  cases  of 
this  kind,  something  should  be  left  to  the  imagination  of  the  s^iectator.  A 
certain  mystery  always  heightens  the  interest  When  a  feared  object  is 
wholly  displayed,  the  world  is  known ;  the  mind  is  relieved  from  doubt, 
and  prejiares  to  bear  with  the  evil,  which  is  rarely  so  overpowering  as  the 
one  apprehended.  Besides,  the  object  of  painting  is  to  please ;  but  the  re¬ 
presentation  of  a  hideous  human  countenance  is  sure  to  excite  disgust. 
Had  a  very  small  portion  of  the  execrable  face  of  Mokanna  been  shown — 
just  enough  to  set  the  imagination  at  work  as  to  what  must  be  the  entire 
countenance— each  s)iectator  would  have  been  left  to  complete  the  visage 
according  to  his  own  fancy,  and  no  one  would  have  been  offended  by  an 
unnecessary  exhibition  of  foul  deformity.

’  La  Donna  del  Lago,  hashed  into  an  inconceivable  mess,  has  in- 
troduoefl  Signora  Schiasbtti  in  the  part  of  Malcolm,  One  of  the 
daily  critics  recollects  this  lady  eight  or  ten  years  ago  in  the  same 
part  at  Paris,  did  not  rate  her  merits  very  highly  then,  thinks  her 
not  much  improved,  and  sees  little  prospect  of  her  improving.  The 
conclusion  is  correct,  if  the  premises  be  so.  A  singeif,  wno  has 
l>een  eight  orien  years  on  the  stage  without  material  improvement, 
is  not  likely  to  improve  much  farther.  Another  says,  she  is  new 
to  the  stage,  very  young,  and  a  singer  of  much  promise.  The 
conclusion  here  also  is  correct,  if  the  premises  be  so.  If  she  is 
young,  and  new  to  the  stage,  she  is  a  singer  of  much  promise. 
One  of  the  papers  says,  her  voice  -s  a  contralto.  Another  says, 
the  part  requires  a  contralto,  but  her  voice  must,  for  the  present, 
Ik)  classed  as  a  soprano.  We  presume  it  must  fare,  in  respect  of 
classificdtion,  like  all  other  voices,  and  be  classed  as  what  it  is, 
which  we  take  to  be  a  mezzo  soprano  :  its  lower  notes  are  weak 
and  forced,  and  she  evidently  sings  down  as  low  as  she  can.  Its 
upper  notes  are  somewhat  harsh.  She  ghes  some  passages  well, 
and  slurs  over  with  some  ingenuity  what  she  cannot  execute  with 
jirecision.  The  best  we  can  say  oi  her,  at  present,  is,  that  she  is  a 
])assable  substitute  for  a  prima  contralto. 

Madame  dk  Meric  was  the  Elena,  and  seemed  to  us  to  sing 
occasionally  out  of  tune.  We  say  seemed,  for  we  are  unwilling  to 
l)€‘lieve  our  own  ears  when  they  report  it  of  her.  But  she  certainly 
sings  too  much ;  and  we  would  remind  her,  that  avoir  la  voixfati- 
guee  is  a  phrase  which  often  stands  to  chanter  faux  in  the  relation 
of  cause  and  effect. 

Signor  Arriootti  is  improved,  but  his  feeble  voice  and  timid 
and  inanimate  manner  do  not  accord  with  the  part  of  Fitz-James, 
UoNZELLi  was  as  usual  (barring  a  few  carelessnesses  as  usual)  ex- 
wllent  in  Roderick.  V.  Galli  is  good  enough  in  Douglas  ;  but 
he  might  as  well  stay  to  the  end,  and  not  leave  the  heroine  to  sing 
Trail  padre  e  tra  f  amante,  without  the  said  padre.  The  Court 
of  Scotland  in  the  last  scene  was  represented  by  the  same  persons, 
m  the  same  dresses,  as  the  Highlanders  of  Loch  Katrine  in  the 
first.  Scott's  description  of  King  James  amongst  his  nobility, 
“  The  centre  of  the  glittering  ring,”  contrasts  very  curiously  with 
the  scenic  exhibition  of  such  a  beggarly  court. 

The  management  has  hit  on  a  felicitous  scheme  for  not  offendiog 
the  audience  with  inefficient  seconds,  by  striking  the  subordinate 
characters  out  of  the  drama.  This  is  ingenious  and  summary,  and 
produces  some  fine  obscurities  in  the  story,  and  original  effects  in 
the  concerted  muuc. 

^  covsirr  garden  oratorio. 

The  spirit  of  innovation  has  broken  in  upon  the  rigours  of  Lent. 
Instead  of  the  row  of  variously  ilbdressed  and  over-dressed  per¬ 
formers  who  used  to  be  presented  in  front  of  a  band  raised  tier  upon 
tier,  backed  by  beads  of  Handel,  Haydn,  and  Mozart,  all  very  prim 
^  — instead  of  this,  there  is  now  a  dramatic  oratorio, 

^  ith  action,  appropriato  emtume,  and  scenery.  The  present  per- 
leraeHtm  in  Egypt,  a  strange  medley  of  the  music 
M  Kossiiii.  ,  We  do  Dot  think  this  oratorio  the  best  tl^t 

wiM  be  fleeted  for  dramatie  effect,  and  certainly  the  ooqjunction 
Handel  and  Resstnl  is  the  most  forced  and  unnatural  that  could 
^  be  ooGceived.  WevarftwUisi,  aoiiiiO  oi  the  pieess,  sepanXdy 
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considered,  are  highly  effective.  The  performers  are  Mrs.  and  Mr 
Wood,  Phillips,  Sbouin,  Miss  Shirrefp,  and  Miss  Cawss* 
Mrs.  Wood's  style  is  not  devotional.  She  should  endeavour  to 
raise  her  soul  above  the  one  shilling  gallery.  She  is  a  fine  artist, 
capable  of  better  things  than  she  ever  performs,  for  the  public 
never  applaud  her  so  heartily  os  when  she  does  something  unwor¬ 
thy  of  her  skill,  and  the  temptation  of  ready  applause  is  the  cor¬ 
ruption  of  taste. 

ADSXJPHI. 

Since  the  exceeding  morality  of  his  Grace  the  Lord  Chamber- 
lain,  and  the  bumble  piety  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  will  not  allow 
us  tetter  entertainment  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  during  Lent, 
we  must  hold  ourselves  specially  obliy^  to  those  who  can  contrive 
us  any  entertainment  during  our  enforced  penance.  Yates  is  a 
veteran  in  this  line,  and  his  merit  so  well  known,  that  we  will  only 
say  of  him,  that  his  present  performance  does  not  derogate  firoin 
his  established  reputation;  his  coadjutor,  John  Rkevk,  is  a 
novice  in  the  department,  but  though  ho  amused  us  much,  as  he 
always  does,  wo  greatly  doubt  bis  permanent  success  in  it ;  much 
versatility,  much  eccentricity,  exuberant  animal  spirits,  a  sliarp^ 
quick,  bustling  manner,  and  frequent  change  of  personal 
appearance,  are  essential  to  the  task,  in  several  of  tliose  points 
he  is  not  defective,  yet,  whatever  his  character,  the  one  John 
Reeve,  with  his  quiet,  oil^r,  unctuous  humour,  is  sure  to  peep  out 
from  under  it — he  is  too  rich  for  a  whole  meal — we  cannot  eat  all 
fat,  even  of  turtle  or  venison — we  want  occasionally  the  dryness, 
the  sharpness,  the  angularities  of  Mathews — his  piquancy  of 
point ;  hfagog  has.no  points ;  his  is  the  lino  of  beauty,  all  curves, 
totus  teres  atoue  rotundas,  he  avoids  asperities,  has  no  notion  of  a 
right  line,  ana  abhors  a  point,  as  having  no  magnitude ;  he  is  ca|Ki- 
ble  of  any  amplification,  but  cannot  be  abridged — he  can  play  a 
blubber-l^ied,  blubbering  schoolboy  admirably;  but  the  lean 
and  slippered  pantaloon  is  teyond  his  possibilities.  Stage  mimicry 
has  become  by  habit  one  essential  of  this  species  of  entertainment, 
in  it  Reeve  excels — nothing  can  be  more  exact  than  his  Kean, 
Harley,  Blanchard,  and  Mathews,  the  only  assignable  fault 
being  the  shortness  of  the  specimens.  Several  tableaux  vivants 
were  exhibited  during  the  evening—  all  had  merit — the  first  from 
Ivanhoe,  Rebecca,  and  the  Templar,  was  very  splendid ;  but  wo 
perceived  no  indication  of  the  height  of  the  battlement,  which  is 
absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  tell  the  story  effectively. — How 
shall  wo  speak  of  the  next,  in  this  season  of  mortification?  St. 
Anthony!  and  all  the  Bishops!  defend  us  from  Mrs.  Honey!! 
and  Miss  Slade  !  as  Cupid  and  PiycAe— cold  cucumbers  and  soda 
w’ater  be  our  portion  for  a  twelvemonth,  but  it  move<l  us  pro¬ 
digiously.  By  way  of  variety,  our  beauty  did  not  become  her  dress 
in  the  character  of  Night,  neither  was  the  dress  itself  well  con¬ 
ceived,  or  well  put  on ;  wo  doubt  also  whether  the  imitation  of 
VESTRis,.in  the  star,  was  not  too  obvious — the  likeness,  at  any 
rate,  was  most  striking.  The  third  tableau  was  Conrad  and  GuU 
nare ;  the  fourth,  and  most  beautiful,  Venus  rising  from  the  sea — 
an  envious  veil,  however,  hides  part  of  it.from  tlio.se  of  the  audieiux;, 
who  have  the  misfortune  to  be  placed  at  the  buck  of  the  side  boxes 
— on  their  behalf  we  request  Mrs.  Honey  to  disperse  tlio  surround¬ 
ing  clouds  a  little  more,  that  she  may  shine  more  fully  upon  us. 
The  entertainments  conclude  with  an  exceedingly  ingenious  inutli- 
fication  of  the  Phantasmagoria,  in  which  various  scenes  are  made 
to  change  by  almost  iraperceptiblo  gradations— a  column  melts 
into  a  tree,  or  a  wood  is  consolidated  into  a  palace,  as  if  by  incuuta- 
tion — we  do  not  commend  the  paintings  themselves,  though,  con¬ 
sidering  the  difficulty  to  be  encounterod,  they  arc  generally  well 
done  ;  but  the  manner  in  which  they  are  presented  is,  to  the  un¬ 
initiated  in  optics,  really  wonderful. 

OLYMPIC  THEATRE. 

If  Mrs.  Oroer  hod  not  always  been  a  spocial  favourite  with  us, 
her  performance  of  the  Scotch  housekeeper,  in  A  Match  in  the 
Dark,  would  have  placed  her  high  on  the  list ;  the  piece  itself  is 
e.xceedingly  amusing,  and  very  well  played  ;  but  though  Vestris 
herself  plays  the  heroine,  wo  must  declare  Mistress  Patience  to  bo 
the  principal  character.  We  are  not  yet  tiro<l  of  The  Paphian 
Bower,  ana  hope  that  its  omission  from  the  bills  of  Thursday  is 
only  accidental. 

We  must  not  quit  our  notico  of  the  Minors  without  a  word  on  a 
rumour  which  has  reached  us.  It  is  said  that  while  tho  Hay- 
market  and  Englisli  Opera  House  have  obtained  licences  exteiidc<l 
to  ei^bt  months,  similar  favour  has  been  refused  to  other  theatres 
— ffiis  is  unfair,  and  calculated  to  break  up  those  companies  whtcli 
have  most  essentially  contributed  to  the  public  amusement.  An 
actor  cannot  be  expc^cd  to  give  up  an  eight  qfionths*,  for  what  vyill 
virtually  become  only  a  four  month’s  engagement.  It  would  bo  in¬ 
finitely  more  fair  to  confine  each  establishment  to  six  months,  tho 
winter  minors  opening  when  the  summer  minors  close.

The  Learned  Lord  no  doubt  acted  in  that  way 
with  a  eiew  to  stand  well  with  the  Bench  of  BiehoM }  but  be  (Lord  King) 
could  tell  h««n;  that,  notwithstanding  that,  he  would  not  be  able  to  gat  their 


Tba  Lord  CBAWcmLuimiwpUad  that,  aa  fiu  as  ha  understood,  tha  dergy- 
man  had  only  set  Ibrth  hia  right  to  such  a  tithe.

He  should  like  to 
know  how  a  man  in  his  situation,  with  so  many  other  cares,  could  go 
about  the  country  to  diaeover  where  was  a  fit  person  to  fill  such  a  very 
small  living. 

Lord  Wywvoao  deprecatad  disenssions  of  this  description ;  they  gene- 
rsUy  produced  reflections  upon  the  characters  of  individualB,  which  circum- 
stances  would  not  bo  found  to  justify.  Hs  regretted  much  the  run  that  was 
mads  upon  tha  Church  of  England  at  this  moment,  without  any  just  cause

The  House  met  at  12  o'clock,  accord^  to  the  now  arrangement  There 
was  a  full  attendaaos  of  Members,  aud  a  gveat  number  of  petitions  on  va¬ 
rious  subjects  were  preeeided.— Mr.  Haweihs  presented  a  petition  from 
Mackwofthl^aedy  Eeq.,  tbs  unsuccessful  candidate  of  St  Ivee,  complaining 
of  intimidation  practised  against  the  voters,  particularly  at  regarded  col- 
liera  in  the  employment  of  the  Karl  of  Lauoerdaler— Mr.  HALta  (Member 
for  St.  Ivea)  denied  generally  that  inttmidation  had  been  exercised.  He  re¬ 
counted  several  circumstances  connected  with  the  election,  and  among  them 
part  of  a  speech  mode  by  Mr.  Praed,  in  which  that  gentleman  spoke  of  his 
property  and  income,  including  in  the  latter  an  average  uf  ^1.  per  annum 
for  poetry,  and  5001  per  annum  for  law.— Mr.  Hawhins  said  that  applica¬ 
tion  had  ^n  made  to  Lord  Lauderdale  requesting  him  to  make  a  public 
promise,  that,  as  far  as  he  was  concerned,  no  person  should  sufior  any  loss 
of  business  in  consequence  of  the  vote  he  might  give.  He  refused  to 
make  such  promise ;  upon  which  Mr.  Praed  drew  up  and  signed  a  strongly 
worded  declaration,  pledging  the  candidates  not  to  exercise  any  undue  in¬ 
fluence  over  the  voters.  Mr.  liaise  refused  to  sign  this  doclantiion,  giving 
as  his  reason— that  it  was  not  for  a  man  whefhad  no  property  in  the  town, 
to  call  upon  him,  who  had  much,  to  prevent  him  from  exercising  any  in¬ 
fluence  which  that  property  gave  him,  in  the  course  of  the  election/— Mr, 
Halsb  solemnly  protested  tl^  he  bad  used  no  undue  influence  to  secure 
his  return. 

On  the  presentation  of  a  petition  against  the  grand  jury  system,  (Ire¬ 
land,)  Mr.  O’Connell  said  that  the  jury  laws  now  in  contenmlation  were 
a  mere  mockery,  and  asked  of  what  use  it  was  even  to  talk  of  a  Jury  Bill 
for  Ireland,  when  trial  by  jury  itself  was  about  to  be  abolished  in  that 
country  ? 

The  House  adjourned  at  Z  o’clock  and  reassembled  at  5,  when  Mr. 
O’CoNNEu.  enforced  his  motion  for  a  call  of  the  House. — Mr.  Roche 
moved  forcemies  of  all  papers  relating  to  disturbanees  in  Ireland  from  Feb. 
25, 1830,  to  Feb.  25, 1833,  inclusive.— Mr.  T.  Attwooo  seoouded  the  mo¬ 
tion— Mr.  Stanlbt  resisted  the  motion,  as  only  meant  to  delay  the  Bill 
He  admitted  that  tlie  measures  were  arbitrary,  and  that  the  Ministers  were 
bound  to  substantiate  the  necessity  of  them,  or  failing  in  that  there  was 
ail  end  of  their  characters  as^  Ministers.

C<d.  Tversl  inquired  whether  Ministers  intended  to  introduce  any  mea¬ 
sure  to  affurd  a  legal  provision  for  the  poor  of  Ireland.- Mr.  Staniey  re¬ 
plied  that  Miuisteri  were  not  at  present  {wepared  to  bring  in  such  a  mea¬ 
sure.  Great  difierence  of  opinion  prevailed  ui)on  the  subject,  which  was 
one  of  great  importance  and  difficulty— Mr.  O  Connbll  denied  that  he 
was  upn^d  altogethev  to  (loor  laws.

Lord  Altiiohp  moved  the  first  reading  of  this  Bill, ^ and  in  proof  of  its 
necessity  drew  a  frightful  picture  of  the  state  of  Ireland  ;  of  we  dangers 
to  which  witnesses  were  subjected,  and  the  reluctance  of  jurors  to  at¬ 
tend,  or  convict;  of  the  increase  of  crime  and  impunity  of  cfTcnderM. 
When  the  present  Ministers  first  came  into  office,  a  special  com¬ 
mission  had  lieeu  comfiletely  successful  in  restoring  tranquillity  in  the 
county  of  Clare,  but  the  same  means  had  failed  in  putting  an  end  to  tho 
outrages  in  Queen’s  County.  The  proposed  measure,  he  said,  was  uot  the 
introduction  of  martial  law  into  Ireland,  but  an  alteration  of  the  existing 
institutions,  by  retjuiring  military  tribunals  to  administer  the  civil  law 
[cheers].  It  hod  been  asked  what  iirotectiun  would  be  afi'ordeU  to  wit¬ 
nesses  hy  the  Bill.  Everybody  knew  that  the  principal  danger  to  witnesses 
occuned  during  the  night,  and  by  adopting  to  a  certain  ei^tent  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Insurrection  Act,  they  hoped  to  prt'vent  such  outrages  as  would 
happen  after  dark.  He  denied  that  the  object  of  the  Bill  was  to  enforce 
the  collection  of  tithes,  and  if  the  Lord  Lieutenant  should  proclaim  a  dis¬ 
trict  merely  because  the  tithe  could  not  be  collected  theire,  he  would  act 
directly  contrary  to  tlie  spirit  and  intentions  of  the  Bill  and  the  wishes  of 
the  Government. — MlTennysun  opposed  the  Bill,  and  moved  as  an  amend¬ 
ment  that  it  be  read  a  first  time  that  day  fortnight.  He  asked,  were  nut  the 
court!  martial  to  deckle  u|K)a  some  sort  of  evidence— and  were  not  wit¬ 
nesses  coming  before  them  in  as  ^eat  dau^r  of  |)0]mlar  hostility,  as  iu 
Coming  before  any  other  court?  Ilo  should  nave  been  willing  to  strengthen 
the  hands  of  Government  to  a  certain  extent ;  and  if  they  could  show  that 
the  volimteer  association  was  really  dangerous,  he  should  nave  no  objection 
to  agree  to  such  a  measure  for  the  suppression  of  that  body,  as  he  had  slip- 
port^  a  measure  fur  putting  down  the  Catholic  Association. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Bui.wer  contended  that  the  powers  required  would  not  remedy 
the  evils  complained  of,  and  that  if  they  did,  the  remedy  would  be  worse 
than  the  disease.  A  violation  of  law  was  a  terrible  evil,  hut  a  susjiension 
of  law  was  a  still  greater  one.  The  wituesa  will  be  exposed  to  greater  dan¬ 
ger  in  the  court  martial  than  in  a  court  of  law.  You  may  coro}Nd  him  to 
give  evidence  by  the  threat  of  impriaonmcnt ;  but  when  he  has  given  his 
evidence,  how  will  you  protect  him  ?  For  the  new  tribunal  will  lie  mofH 
odious  than  thacld ;  and  in  proportion  to  tho  odium  of  the  tribunal,  will  bo 
the  vengeanM  agaiiist  the  witness.  He  contended  that  courts  martial  could 
not,  from  tlieir  very  uature,  be  irajiartial,*  in  judging  political  oifeiices,  or 
otTences  of  insuUsrdiuation.  The  suspension  of  tho  constitution  would 
punish  tho  innocent  as  well  aa  the  guilty.  It  would  give  temptatioa  to  Ulo 
accretion  of  private  revenge,  and  would  cause  every  man  to  stand  in  fear 
of  hia  neighbour.  Tha  right  uf  forcibly  invading  houses  hy  night  might 
be  turned  to  the  moat  learful  pur|ioaaa ;  it  was  not  the  peasant  who  waa  ui- 
vaded  in  his  own  jiersoo— he  waa  outraged  in  that  of  his  sister  or  his  wife. 
It  was  a  law  that  operated  not  for  a  trembling  landlord,  but  for  the  daring 
violator — not  lu  behalf  of  the  fecurity  of  pvoiierty,  but  against  rights  stiU 
aacred  than  even  prope^  HiiclfTdieenj,  By  the  {wopoaed  measurea 
Miniaters  would  make  enemies  of  both  the  parties  into  which  Irtlaud  waa 
dividad.

Ho 
allu<^  to  Dr.  Doyle’s  statement  of  illegal  combinations,  and  the  frequency 
of  crimes.  He  considered  the  necessity  for  cxtraordiimy  measures  proved. 
He  attributed  the  evils  of  Ireland  to  increase  of  pojjilahon,  and  scarcity 
of  emplormeat.  The  clergy  was  not  hlameable.  He  would  approve  ef 
Poor-lawe,  iffimited  to  complete  distress,  and  giving  no  temptation  to  idle- 
nesa.  He  denied  that  the  pending  measure  was  a  sufqiension  of  Om  Cou- 
stitution,  which  liad  already  ceased  to  exist  in  Ireland.  The  ensting  law 
was  insufficient  to  suppress  crime.  He  was  against  any  delay.  Mr. 
Tennyson  asked  tliem  to  wait  a  fortnight,  but  what  indications  pre¬ 
sented  in  that  time  could  be  relied  upon.  He  was  against  any  a^araiice 
of  indecision  or  irresolution.  Touching  the  trial  by^  Courts  Martial,  he 
thought  it  far  less  oflenslve,  and  more  efficient,  than  trial  Juiy ;  much 
woidd  be  gained  by  a  change  of  the  relative  position  of  parties,  while, 
by  the  very  constitution  of  the  court,  fear  would  be  infused  into  the  cowardly 
heart. 

The  question  of  adjournment  then  arose,  and  was  ultimately  coined. 
Debate  adjourned  to  Monday,
